A cetury ago, when Joaquin Suarez was President of Uruguay, 
‘Andres Lamas Uruguayan historian, statesman and writen and 
founder of the Montevidean newspaper El National, conceived the 
idea of establishing what would be known as the Historic and Geo- 
graphic Institute of Uruguay. On May 25, 1843, when Uruguay, once 
a part of Argentina, was joining with Argentines in the celebration 
of the thirty-third anniversary of Argentina’s May 25, 1810, revolu- 
tion, President Suarez officially approved the plan of Lamas, and 
on May 25, 1844, the institute was * 
formerly opened. A letter re-

Values and colors are: 5-milesimos 
mauve, 1-centesimo blue, 2c rose 
and 5c brown. The design presents 
Clio, Greek-Roman muse of his- 
tory, with an open book in left 
hand and blowing a_ trumpet 
against a back-ground of the ter- 
restrial globe and the sun’s rays. 
“Centenario del Institute Histori- 
co Georgrafico’ and the dates 1843 
"and 1943 are inscribed at the top. 
The series was produced at the

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dent. Its aims today are in general 
the ones originally defined by 
Lamas, including compilation of 
manuscripts, books, maps, _ etc., 
on America’s early and modern 
history and the study of all allied 
subjects and of native tongues.

Ripley, West Virginia, will be- 
come a new pick-up point on All- 
American Aviation’s route AM- 
49-A between Charlestcs, W. Vu., 
September 27th. As most of you 
probably know, AM-49 is the 
pick-up route where planes pick- 
up and discharge mail and ex- 
press at intermediate points with- 
out making a landing. The 
postmaster at Ripley is expected 
to have a first flight cachet, which 
will be. applied to covers. Pitts- 
burgh, P ana., and Huntington, 
W. Va. are the termini of AM-49- 
A.

I expected to include a write- 
up of the recent KLM first flight 
between Curacao and Miami in 
this week’s column, but unfor- 


fice must have slipped up and 
forgot to mail me the informa- 
tion yet, s. ll have to postpone 
it until some other time. However, 
the following informatic:2 may be 
of interest to you. No covers ad- 
dressed to points in the United 
States were  backstamped at 
Miami except those covers which 
KLM put through and which 
were addressed “KLM - Royal 
Dutch Airlines (-) Gen. Dely - Mi- 
ami, Fla.’”’ Consequently, only a 
minor part of the Willemstad and 
Aruba covers are backstamped, 
but all of the Camaguey and 
Kingston covers are (since they 
were all addressed to KLM.) 
There were two types of en- 
velopes used by KLM, the reg- 
ular style which was illustrated, 
and also a_ grayish-blue light- 
weight envelope. The KLM cachet 
is about the same on both style 
envelopes, although the lettering 
is quite different. The only light- 
weight envelopes I have seen 
were from Aruba, even though ‘t 
is possible that covers from Cur- 
acao are also on these envelopes. 
The cachet was the same at 
both Curacoa and Aruba, the Cur- 
acao being applied in purple and 
the Aruba in a very light green 
(so light that you car hardly see 
it.) There were no cachets ap- 
plied at either Kingston or Cam- 
aguay, although the regular KLM 
enevlopes were used from these 
two points. Both the cachets and 
the postmarks were applied very 
poorly at Curacao and Aruba, and 
of the numerous covers which I 
have seen, only one of them was 
really cancelled and cacheted per- 
fectly. Covers from these two 
points are cancelled by hand 16.- 
8.43, which was the date of the 
flight. Covers from Camaguay are 
cancelled by hand August 17, 1943 
3 PM, while those from Kingston 
were cancelled both ways (hand 
or machine.) Those cancelled by 
hand were cancelled “Au 16 3, 
while those that were’ sent 
through the machine were post- 
marked 16AUG 12-30-PM 1943. 
There ‘vere 11,787 covers sent 
from Willemstad Curacao, 6,173 
from Oranjestad Aruba 500 from 
I<ingston Jamaica, and 500 from 
Camaguay Cuba. There were also 
supp-3se! to be 500 from Port 


Au Prince Haiti, but the officials 
there refused to cooperate with 
KLM and at the last minute re- 
fused to accept any first flight 














covers for dispatch. Therefore, the

was commercial mail without any 
identifying markings. The rea- 
son for the larger quantity of 
Curacao covers than Arubas was 
due to a slip-up of KLM, in send- 
ing the collectors the wrong cov- 
ers. I know of many _ collectors 
who received double covers from 
one point and none from the oth- 
er. In fact, I personally received 
six from Willemstad instead of 
three frora each point. Over 100 
of the 500 Kingston and Cama- 
guay sets have been contracted 
for by the American Airmail So- 
ciety for their members, and over 
50 sets have been taken by the 
Metropolitan Airmail cover Tlub 
for its members, so that doesn’t 
leave very many left for the gen- 
eral public. These covers should 
be very scarce in proportion to 
the number of Aruba and Curacao 
covers mailed. 

I an trying to obtain from KL- 
M the reason Camaguay covers 
are cancelied on August 17th and 
why some covers are backstamped 
August 20th. As soon as I find out, 
it will be in this column.

Earl R. Roberts of Casper, Wyoming goes the honor of 
making the first big find in the current series of Flag stamps. This 
is proof of the great interest in stamps that is evident among our 
boys in the service for Cpl. Roberts is an Indiana boy now in train- 
os ¥ ing at the great Army Air Base at Casper and his 
unlagging interest in stamps has kept him on his 
toes and has provided ample interest for much of 
his sprae time. 

The stamp found by Cpl. Roberts is one of the 
new Flag stamps and the variety is an intriguing 
one for knowing something about offset lithography 
I am unable to explain in this newly found variety. 
Photographs have just been received from Mr. Y. 
Souren of Phil. Research Laboratories of New 
York and even with his vast store of knowledge of 
stamps and stamp printing, Mr. Souren also con- 
fesses that this variety has him stumped as to just 
how it has occurred. It will truly be something 

Geo. W. Linn that will puzzle the experts and we probably never 
will know the real explanation for the error unless the American 
Bank Note Company printers will let down their hair and hazard a 
guess as to how this variety may have occurred. 

We will not say more at this writing, we are still hoping to get 
other facts and details and next week the cuts will be ready and we 
will print a picture of this new discovery and announce the stamp 
with the hope that others may have luck in finding similar copies. 
Watch for next week’s News. 

Other news and pictures of interest are coming up also as 
evidenced by that illustration on our first page of a cover from the 
New Hebrides. This comes from a Commander in the U. S. Navy, 
we have three other fine illustrations from pieces from this enthus- 
iastic collector whose name we are requested not to mention but 
suffice to say, this is only further evidence of the wide interest of 
our fighting men in their hobby even while in the thick of the battle.

More Mail Is Going 
By Private Carriers 








The United States Government 
claims and maintains a monopoly 
on the carrying of first class mail. 
Nothing in the nature of corres- 
pondence in sealed envelopes is 
permitted to be carried by any 
private carrier, unless it is frank- 
ed with postage stamps of the 
proper value and amount and 
which stamps must be canceled 
by that carrier. 

For years past, and we printed 
an item on the subject a few 
years ago, the A. & P. stores made 
a practice of sending certain cor- 
respondence including reports 
from branches, to their head of- 
fices in various cities. This mail 
in sealed envelopes was dispatch- 
ed by their own trucks which 
picked it up when making deliv- 
eries to the branch stores. All 
this mail had to have postage 
stamps of the required amount on 
it and these stamps were usually 
found cancelled with an A. & P. 
rubber stamp of some nature, us- 
ually just a straight line stamp. 

We now learn from Mr. Adam 
Gruenig of Ceres, California, that 
the stages and busses of the west 
are carrying more and more such 
mail. This mail must be cancelled 
by the stage or bus line which 
carries it and this provides an 
endless number of unusual and 
lations. The collectors who can 
dig up some of this mail will find 
a new field in cancellation var- 
ieties that will prove interesting 
other than strictly postal cancel- 
and fascinating.

It provides an adequate circul- 
ating medium in sections where 
there may be a shortage of local 
currency because of confiscation 
or destruction by retreating 
enemy forces, or from other caus- 
es, 

It avoids complication of the 
monetary system which use of 
foreign currencies might cause. 

Previously, the United States 
forces in North Africa had used a 
regular back home_ currency 
with a distinctive seal, while the 
British had used a “military 
pound.” Now, authorities of the 
Allied Nations have worked out 
this cooperative use of a_ single 
medium of exchange. 

The preparation of this military 
currency and postage in advance 
of the invasion of Italy is itself 
an amazing chapter in the story of 
the gigantic and minutely de- 
tailed planning that preceded the 
expedition, a story that must, for 
the most part. remain untold un- 
til after the war. From the stand- 
point of the physical undertaking 
alone, there is no precedent for 
such a job. Presses of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing work- 
ed 24 hours a day. not even paus- 
ing for meal periods, for weeks, 
to have the stocks of notes and 
stamps ready for the final reveal- 
ing overprinting when the invas- 
ion actually began. 

The planning of the job goes 
back some four months, when 
high officials of the Treasury, the 
War and Navy Departments, the 
Department of State, and officials 
of the British government laid the 
groundwork in a series.of extra- 
ordinary conferences held in ut- 
most secrecy.

Basic printing of the notes be- 
gan early in June, with the name 
of the country and the currency 
designation still omitted. Huge 
stocks of the partially finished 
notes were accumulated against 
the day when the “go” signal 
should be given. 

The invasion news was flashed 
to the world on the night of 
July 9. Key employees of the Bur- 
eau of Engraving and Printing 
stood by their _ telephones 
throughout Sunday, and contin- 
ued at their posts until the print- 
ing order was released by Army 
authorities actually on Tuesday, 
July 13. Huge presses immediate- 
ly began to roll, overprinting the 
partially-completed notes with 
the identifying legends. 

By Saturday, July 17, enough 
had been completed to load a 
huge transport plane, but trans- 
portation was not available until 
Monday, July 19, when two planes 
carrying seven tons of the dis- 
tinctive money took off. Other 
shipments have followed, both of 
currency and stamps. 

The currency introduced into 
Sicily is in eight denominations 
from one to 1,000 lira. The smaller 
denominations are half the size 
of United States currency, and 
the larger denominations’ the 
same size. It is made by a lith- 
ograph process, since the time 
element and the size of the un- 
dertaking did not permit steel 
engraving. 

Except for the “lira” designa- 
tion, all the legend on the bills is 
in English. The “Four Freedoms,” 
Freedom of Speech, Freedom of 
Religion, Freedom from Want, 
and Freedom from Fear, appear 
prominently on the reverse sides 
of all the notes. Ornate designs 
in pantograph, of a neutral na- 
ture, are used in the series, so 
that it might be adapted to the 
needs of troops in further asaults 
upon Hitler’s European Fortress 
merely by overprinting the proper 
currency designations and name 
of country on the basic stock. 

Smaller notes, of one, two, five 
and ten lira bear a wheat field 
scene in brown on the face, with 
the denomination in the center. 
Blue, lavender, green and black 
borders also identify the respec- 
tive denominations. The words 
“Allied Military Currency” ap- 
pear on the upper margin of the 
face and in an ornate oval on the 
reverse side. The face also car- 
ries the legends, “Series 1943,” 
“Issued in Italy,” and a _ serial 
number. The Four Freedoms ap- 
pear in the four corners of the 
note on the reverse side. 

Four notes of 50, 100, 500 and 
1,000 lira, borders and ornate de- 
sign of the front are in blue, lav- 
ender, green and black, respec- 
tively, with the background on 
all four notes a pale blue. The 
denomination appears in each of 
the four corners on the face, and 
in an ornate shield in the center. 
The words “Issued in Italy” ap- 
pear in ovals at each end, and the 
words “Allied Military Currency” 
at the bottom of the note. The 
face also carries the designation 
“Series 1943,” and serial num- 
bers. 

The reverse side of these larger 
notes is a subdued brown, with 
“Allied Military Currency” ap-

The Allied Military Postage 
stamps are in denominations of 
15, 25, 30, 50 and 60 centesimi, 
and in 1, 2, 5 and 10 lira. They 
are all of the same design, distin- 
guished by colors of the usual 
United States postage series. They 
bear a pantograph background, 
with white lettering. and the de- 
nomination in the center of the 
stamp, are perforated, and on a 
gummed paper. Both the stamp 
design and the overprint are put 
on in one operation on a two-col- 
or press. 

Later information released by 
the Treasury and War Depart- 
ment give the colors of the stamps 
which are as follows: 15 centisimi, 
orange; 25c olive: 30c gray: 50c 
purple; 60c yellow; 1 lira, green 
5 lira blue and 10 
blue. 

We note in the above story that 
the currency will be used in pay- 
ing all the troops of the allied 
nations on Italian soil and in the 
purchase of supplies in Italy.

Belgian Flag Stamp 
Is Sixth Of Series 


Our first cover for the Belgian 
stamp was that one from Kenneth 
Hinson who is producing the ser- 
ies in his own print shop by cut- 
ting linoleum blocks for making 
the flags and other parts of his 
design. This is really a very neat 
cover. The colors are pleasing and 
get away from the red, white and 
blue that has been so common on 
previous stamps.
